WASHINGTON, APRIL 17.—Presi- 


dent Wilson this afternoon told the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
that he hoped this country had not 
forgotten how to fight, for the inter- 
ests of all mankind. 
The president 


addressed hundreds of delegates at 
the opening session of the D. A. R. 
convenion at Continental hall. During 
bis speech he said: 


"The birth of the nation is signifi- 


cant in that it was born not only to 
serve the people of the I'nitcd States 
but to serve the rest of the world. 


"I have hoped the nation has not j ican." 


forgotten how to fight for all man- 
kind. When it hgbis, it is fighting in 
the interests of humanity. 


"Arnei ica will have foigotto'n her 


traditions whenever upon any occa- 
sion she fights merely for herself un- 
der such circumstances as will show 
that she U?s forgotten to fight for all 
mankind.

American can ever have" for the asser- 
tion of her physical force is that she 
assert ii in behalf of the interests of 
humanity.

talk necessarily. It is a nasty subject. 
but we nre bound to consider it for our 
own protection, and to take steps to 
abate the evil. 


How does typhoid fever spread? 


Generally it ia communicated when 
the solid and liquid food to be entou 
by healthy persons is contaminated 
in some manner with human rsscre- 
rnent from someone who has the dis- 
ease. 


This is where the house fly gets in 


its filthy work. 
Suppose your ne?:t- 


door neighbor has typhoid fever. The 
waste matter caat from his intestinal 
tract is emptied Uito the outside toilet 
on his premisesv Flies swarm about 
the toilet rault jintil dinner time at 
your house. Then some of them at- 
tend your meal. 
They alight on the 


food and poison it with germs—either 
from their hairy feet or by depositing 
a speck which also contains germs. 


Do not pooh-pooh this statement. 


Ask your doctor if It is not the gospel 
truth. Then get busy and help kill tho 
flies.

Keep your houso screened, keep a 


swatter handy and keep your eye 
peeled—for 
during 
cold 
or 
rainy 


weather a few flies almost surely will 
wander in. 
Vigilance and action on 


your part will so discourage the flies 
after one or two seasons that they 
will keep away from your premises. 


Tell this to your neighbors and urge 


them to join you in the campaign 
against the fly pest. Pretty soon oth- 
ers will see the advantage of sanita- 
tion, and if there's any "git-up-and-git" 
in the neighborhood it will not be long 
until everybody in your end of the 
town will have the sanitary habit. 


It is not expensive to get rid of 


flies. There are people who may feel 
they cannot afford to buy a garbage 
can or other little necessities of clean 
premises. Where there's a will there's 
a way. 
If. you cannot afford today to 


spend any money, set your mind on 
cleaning up the place and do the best 
you can. 
Use such extra tubs and 


buckets as you have at hand. Above 
all, don't be lazy. Clean up right! 


School Children 
Should Fight 'Em 


The schools must help in the cam- 


paign against flies. Each of the vari- 
ous grades should take a particular 
part of the work, says a writer in the 
International Harvester company bul- 
letin. Let one grade canvass the town 
and enlist the groceries, meat shops, 
restaurants 
and householders 
in a 


movement to clean up alleys and back 
yards, provide for proper disposition 
of garbage and for sanitary outhouses. 


Another grade might make fly traps 


and sell them to the various grocers 
and butchers for use at their places of 
business and to the city authorities for 
use in public places. That was done 
successfully in Holland, 
Mich., last

Rioting reported at Chihuahua and 


at first attributed to the excitement 
over Villa's rumored death is now said 
to have been due to hunger of the 
populace. 


Small wages and famine prices in- 


duced by large purchases for the Amer- 
ican troops south of Chihuahua com- 
bined to place food out of the reach 
of the poor in the city. 


The reported riots and looting in 


Chihuahua were not directed against 
American residents, according lo the 
advices. 


The messages also suggested that 


the depreciated value of Carranza cur- 
rency was causing a food shortage 
among the Carranza garrison. 


A number of American newspaper- 


men and movie camera operators who 
desired to go to Chihuahua to view 
Villa's supposed body were refused aid 
by Carranza Consul Garcia. He re- 
fused to give them any documents 
showing their identity and notified 
them that the Carranza government 
would not be responsible for their 
safety.
